Church for the Deaf located in Council Bluffs,

WHEREAS, Duane King was the faithful husband of
Peggy King, the loving father of a daughter, Christine
Clausen Cannon and a son, JD King, and the loving
grandfather of five grandchildren, Isaac Clausen,

Luke Clausen, McKenzie King, Dakota King, and Kassidy
King; NOW THEREFORE,

of Duane King, whose extraordinary work in service to
the deaf and hard-of-hearing community has benefited
that community and the citizens of the state of Iowa,
and extends its condolences to the King family.
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
